
New 104-room hotel 
plan for town centre 



A new hotel will be built close to the Roy¬ 
al & DerngateTheatres in Northampton. 

Hotel chain Premier Inn has announced plans to 
build a 104 room hotel behind the Derngate Theatre 
in Albion Place. 

The new hotel and restaurant will be developed 
on council-owned land and will create approximate¬ 
ly 50 new jobs. 

Richard Pearson, from Whitbread Hotels and Res¬ 
taurants, which owns Premier Inn, said: “A new Pre¬ 
mier Inn hotel and restaurant is an exciting propo¬ 
sition for Northampton town centre. 

“Our investment will create new jobs and 
strengthen the local economy by attracting people 
to stay in the heart of town.” 

The new hotel will be close to the Royal & Dern¬ 
gate theatres and the new independent cinema 
which is currently under construction. 

Terms for a long lease on the site have been 
agreed by Northampton Borough Council and a 
planning application for the development is expect¬ 
ed in early 2013. 

The leader of the council, Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh (Con, Rectory Farm) said: “The site is vital to 
help us promote Northampton’s cultural offer. 

“This is yet another example of the confidence 
the private sector is showing in Northampton at 
a time when other areas of the country are strug¬ 
gling. 

“A new hotel in the town centre will be great news 
for the theatres, the new cinema, shops and other 
nearby attractions. 

“The development of Albion Place will help re¬ 
fresh a run-down area and build on the town cen¬ 
tre’s vitality.” 

Work should start on the development by the au¬ 
tumn with the hotel expected to open in autumn 
2014. 

As part of the development, a number of build¬ 
ings in St John’s Terrace which the council has de¬ 
scribed as being ‘poor quality’ would be demolished.

Cultural quarter 
scheme gets 
kick-start after 
nine-year break 

Plans to create a ‘cultural quar¬ 
ter’ in the heart of Northamp¬ 
ton have been re-launched, nine 
years after first being suggested. 

Proposals to create a ‘cultural 
mile’ running from The Race¬ 
course to St John’s car park were 
first revealed in 2004. 

Since then, the scheme has 
dried up, but this week, the 
leader of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Rectory Farm) 
joined artists from the town to 
kick-start the project. 

He said: “The creative econo¬ 
my will play a key part in what 
we’re trying to achieve in North¬ 
ampton. The sector is critical 
to encouraging investment and 
growth and we want to acknowl¬ 
edge the enormous contribution 
made by businesses already in 
our cultural quarter and support 
others to come and set up there. 

“Northampton is alive with 
world class culture and enter¬ 
prise and we’re serious about 
making the town a place where 
creativity can flourish.” 

The new cultural quarter will 
include Derngate and Guildhall 
Road. To mark out the quarter, 
signs will be put on buildings in 
the area. 

A cultural forum will also 
be created to push forward the 
quarter. The forum will be made 
up of groups including the Royal 
& Derngate theatres, 78 Dern¬ 
gate and the Arts Council Eng¬ 
land.

The county's Police and Crime 
Commissioner has said he is look¬ 
ing for "new, innovative and im¬ 
aginative" ways of boosting police 
numbers. 

Adam Simmonds recently published a 
draft policing plan setting out his key aims 
and targets for Northamptonshire Police 
over the next few years. 

In it, Mr Simmonds said he aims to pro¬ 
tect the number of police in Northampton¬ 
shire, which is currently 1,220 full-time 
equivalents. 

He also revealed plans to establish a re¬ 
servist force of 200 volunteers, who will be 
trained and paid to work about 20 days a 
year. 

Speaking to the Chronicle & Echo last 
week, he said: “People tell me, particularly 
in rural areas, that they don’t hear from 
police officers and when they do hear from 
them it is to say ‘We can’t come out’. 

“We are not in a financially brilliant 
state where we can just have 500 more po¬ 
lice officers, so I want to give the chief con¬ 
stable more police choices.” 

Mr Simmonds compared the planned 
new role, which he claims to be the first in 
the UK, with the Territorial Army 

He also pointed to other areas where vol¬ 
unteers have worked, such as the lifeboats 
and the fire brigade. 

He added: “Fifty full-time police officers 
cost about £2 million. I have to look at more 
imaginative ways to give the chief consta¬ 
ble a greater capacity to protect people.” 

Mr Simmonds said he would pay for re¬ 
servists’ training, their uniforms and pay 
to keep their skills up-to-date and called 
for people from “all walks of life” to sign 
up. 

He added: “It is about communities look¬ 
ing after themselves and each other.”

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School is one of most 
improved in country 


The headteacher of an acad¬ 
emy in Northampton, which 
is now rated "good with 
outstanding features" by 
Ofsted just three years af¬ 
ter it opened, has said it is 
one of the most improved 
schools in England. 

Malcolm Arnold Academy, in 
Trinity Avenue, opened in Septem¬ 
ber 2010 on the site of the former 
Unity College which had been in 
special measures for two years and 
was ranked as the worst school in 
the town for GCSE results. 

The David Ross Founda¬ 
tion, which sponsors the acad¬ 
emy, appointed Philip Cantwell 
as headteacher and introduced a 
number of changes to the school, 
including a new school uniform 
and ‘code of manners.’ 

Mr Cantwell said: “Considering 
just over two years ago our pred¬ 
ecessor school was seen as failing 
close, I think everyone should be 
deeply proud of the progress that 
we have all made. 

“This confirms Malcolm Arnold 
Academy as one of the most im¬ 
proved schools in England.

“From the many 
positives that have 
come from the re¬ 
port, I take the great¬ 
est pride from the 
comments made 
about our students. 

They are among the 
first in the country 
to be deemed as ‘out¬ 
standing’ under the 
new tougher Ofsted 
monitoring frame¬ 
work.” Mr Cantwell 
said he had intro¬ 
duced one ‘simple’ improvement 
plan and had focused on improv¬ 
ing the quality of teaching. 

The headteacher said the recent 
success of the school had been 
shown by the number of parents 
now wanting to send their children 
to the academy Mr Cantwell said 
he was aiming to get the school to 
be “outstanding” in all areas. 

He said: “When the foundation 
came here they signed a 150-year 
lease so we are not here for the 
short term. “We have got to make 
sure this improvement is seen 
year on year. The moment you 
stand still in education, that is 


when you start to go 
backwards.” 

The report of the 
Ofsted inspection, 
which took place at 
the start of December, 
rated behaviour as 
“outstanding.” 

The report states: 
“Students from differ¬ 
ent backgrounds work 
well together and feel 
safe. The overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of stu¬ 
dents are courteous 
and well-mannered and have a 
very positive attitude to learning.” 

The inspectors also found that 
leadership and governance were 
“outstanding” and had ensured 
teaching is good and that stand¬ 
ards are rising. In the report, the 
inspectors note the comments of 
one student who said to Ofsted: 
“This place has changed, it has 
changed me... I used to be naughty, 
but now I’m learning”. 

The report states that achieve¬ 
ment of pupils is “good” but not 
yet outstanding students as results 
in some subjects, notably science 
are not strong enough.

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Rail plan hits house prices 


Officials have warned the 
threat of a high-speed rail¬ 
way line being built through 
Northamptonshire has de¬ 
stroyed the housing market 
in parts of the county. 

The Government’s proposed 
HS2 railway line would run from 
Birmingham to London and pass 
through south Northamptonshire 
between Upper Boddington and 
Brackley. 

Members of both South North¬ 
amptonshire Council and North¬ 
amptonshire County Council were 


due to discuss the proposals this 
week, but ahead of their debates, 
officials from both authorities 
warned the threat of the line has 
already had a serious impact on 
house prices on the proposed 
route. 

A report by South Northampton¬ 
shire Council said: “In some cases, 
the housing market has completely 
stagnated and properties, which 
are now valued at as little as half 
the pre-blight value, still remain 
unsold.” 

The Government is currently in¬ 
vestigating how people who live on

the route should be compensated. 

But the South Northampton¬ 
shire Council report warned many 
people were already suffering, 
including pensioners who cannot 
afford to move. 

Discussing the impact on busi¬ 
nesses, the report added: “Many 
of the businesses affected by the 
proposals are farms operating at 
a marginal profit, especially since 
the recession of 2008. 

“There is growing evidence 
these businesses are finding it 
difficult to raise investment or re¬ 
finance because of their proximity 
to the proposed 
train line.” 

The Government 
estimates work 
could start on the 
line by 2017, with 
trains running by 
2026. South North¬ 
amptonshire Coun¬ 
cil has claimed the 
construction of 
the line will cost 
every household in 
the country about 
£1,500. 

Officials from 
N orthamptonshire 
County Council 
have also voiced 
concerns about 
the plans. A report 
due to be discussed 
at County Hall 
this week, said: 
“Since the initial 
publication of the 
proposed route, the 
value of properties 
near the route has 
fallen consider¬ 
ably.”

Police arrested 115 drink drivers 
as part of their Christmas crack¬ 
down, after officers carried out a 
record number of breath tests in 
December. 

Northamptonshire Police yesterday re¬ 
vealed almost 6,000 people were breatha¬ 
lysed during the force’s annual festive 
crackdown on drink driving, almost 
double the number of the previous year’s 
operation. 

Throughout December, officers breath¬ 
alysed 5,732 people across the county, ar¬ 
resting 115 drivers for failed tests. The 
figure was only two fewer than during 
the 2011 campaign, when 117 people were 
arrested. 

In 2011, however, 2,532 roadside tests 
were carried out, less than half the 
number this year. 

Police are “cautiously” optimistic driv¬ 
ers are finally getting the message about 
not drinking and driving at Christmas. 

Deputy Chief Constable Suzette Dav¬ 
enport said: “We made a concerted effort 
to increase the number of breath tests we 
carried out this year and that is reflected 
in an almost doubling in the number of 
motorists who were stopped. 

“Even though we did breathalyse more 
people, the number over the limit was 
slightly less. 

“This is something I cautiously wel¬ 
come and hope it means that motorists 
are finally starting to think before they 
get behind the wheel after having a 
drink.” 

Of the 115 people who were arrested 
this year, 78 have been charged, with in¬ 
vestigations continuing on the others. 

Seven of the arrests were made be¬ 
tween 7am and noon, during the so-called 
‘morning after’, while 24 were young 
drivers aged between 17 and 24. 

During the campaign, which ran from 
December 1 to January 1, a series of 
co-ordinated roadside operations took 
place, at all times of the day and night. 

All drivers involved in road traffic col¬ 
lisions or spotted driving dangerously 
were also subjected to breath tests. 

DCC Davenport, who is also the ACPO 
lead for roads policing, added: “Our aim 
is to not only stop any motorists who 
think it is okay to drive while over the 
limit, but also to educate all motorists 
about the dangers of drink and drug 
driving. 

“Officers take the opportunity to speak 
to those motorists they pull over about 
the rules of the road and what the con¬ 
sequences could be if they do decide to 
drink and drive. 

“Officers carry out breath tests 
throughout the year as part of our ‘Fatal 
Four’ campaign, not just at Christmas, 
and at all times of the day and night. 
We would advise people to abstain from 
drinking alcohol completely if they in¬ 
tend to get behind the wheel.”
